it. However, we have never heard of Mr. Henderson having to 
give battle, but he had a way that won the esteem and respect of 
those who had come to take a rise out of the master. He interest- 
ed thef and many a man can thank William Henderson for the 
thoroughness with which he imparted the three R’s. It stood 
in good stead in after life. In 1873 the trustees of Bervie School 
offered him the position of teacher, which he accpeted. The fol- 
lowing year he saw an opportunity to enter into business and he 
embraced it, For thirty years he conducted a store in that village. 
No better general stére was to be found anywhere and in his long 
business career he was known as a man. of in’ ty and upright- 
ness. He was a public spirited man and his fine abilities found 
avenues of public service. The first of these was the church, and 
Bervie Presbyterian Church well remembers him as an elder and 
superintendent of the Sunday School for many years. He is still 
active in this line and was a delegate to the historic meeting of 
that church held in Toronto in 1925, 

But it was not the church alone that claimed his versatile 
abilities, Essentially a lover of his fellow man he mingled with 
him the walks of life as he found him. The 1.0.0.F, found him 
within its ranks and he was honored by his mother lodge with the 
office of Noble Grand. Then the District Lodge claimed his ser- 
vices and on two occasions they elected him D.D.G.M. of Bervie 
District, He was an excellent presiding officer and in his official 
ame left a reputation for thoroughness in the carrying out of 

duties. He attended fifteen meetings of the Grand Lodge of 
the Order and was ever recognized for the safe and sane counsel 
he gave at these meetings. The Masonic Order also claimed his 
activities and he joined Northern Light Lodge of Kincardine and 
also became a Companion of Havelock Chapter. _In company with 
the late Dr, Bradley and the late William Millar he seldom missed 
a lodge night. Those early days have passed, but there are many 
who remember him as one of the stalwarts of these two lodges. 

He also dabbled inp olitics. Bervie was not of the same per- 
suasion as Mr, Henderson. He was a Liberal, and yet he never
